‘The Judicial 
Power—’ 


“The judicial power of the Unit- 
ed States shall be vested in one 
Supreme Court, and in such in- 
ferior courts as 
the Congress may 
from time to 


of the United 
States which shall 
be made in pur- 
suance thereof, 
and all treaties 


made, or which shall be made 
under the authority of the United 
States, shall be the supreme law 
of the land, and the judges in 
every State shall be bound there- 
by, anything in the Constitution 
or laws of any State to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

“The Senators and Repre- 


sentatives before mentioned, we

“The Congress, whenever two- 
thirds of both Houses shall deem

intents and purposes, as part of 
this three-fourths of the several 
States. or by conventions in three- 
fourths thereof, as the one or the 
other mode of ratification may 
be proposed by the Congress... .” 


From Constitution 


These selections from the Con- 
stitution of the United States are, 
respectively, from Article Three, 
section one; from Article Six, sec- 
tions two and three, and Article 
Five. 

They are at issue in the court’s 
deliberations following the argu- 
ments of Thursday in the stay ap- 
peal from Little Rock. They may 
be helpful in public consideration 
of this grave issue. 

There is valid reason to believe 
the Supreme Court will, in some 
manner, define its phrase ‘“‘delib- 
erate speed,’’ contained in the 
decision of 1954. One believes 
this because it is, in effect, open 
at both ends. Four years have 
passed since it was handed down. 
The court may well feel it now 
should say what it meant. ’

On Formosa Crisis 


So used are we to Communist-in- 
flicted stresses and strains that the 
threat made Thursday by the Red com- 
mander on the Chinese mainland of “im- 
minent’ invasion of the Chinese cff- 
shore islands and eventual “liberation” of 
Formosa hardly stirred the pulses. 

But it was evident that official 
Washington was uneasy. It sent a second 
notice to the Mao Tse-tung government 
to the effect that any attack on the is- 
lands would be a grave threat to world 
peace. Our Seventh Fleet, which packs an 
atomic punch, is in the area. We also 
have some combat forces on the island. 

This is likely a sword-rattling act by 
the Red commander. Or it may be a move 
seeking to make us state whether or not 
we will defend the islands. We present- 
ly are committed to do so only if such 
an invasion constitutes a threat to For- 
mosa itself. The islands are heavily for- 
tified and unless troonvs are subverted 
will be difficult to take. 

But whatever the intent, we consider 
it serious enough for effective preparva- 
tory measures. The planning made at the 
recent Khrushchev-Mao conference has 
not been made known. This could be a 
part of it. We must not be caught as far 
off-base as we were by the revolt in 
Iraq. And we must have a policy and a 
plan which immediately may be put into 
operation if the threat is to Formosa.

Just What Position Is 
The President Taking? 


In his press conference Wednesday, 
the President said that he “‘might” have 
told friends he thought a slower pace in 
integration of schools would be helpful. 


On Thursday morning the Depart- 
ment of Justice, which is a constitutional 
arm of the White House, entered a brief 
before the Supreme Court as it began 
hearings on the stay appeal from Little 
Rock. It asked the court to brook no de- 
lay whatever. 

Thursday the White House press of- 
fice said it saw no divergence ‘‘between 
the brief and the President’s statement 
of the day before.” 

The President himself also had said 
Wednesday he thought there would be 
no real divergence between his views 
and those to be expressed in the brief. 


To the plain citizen the difference is 
one of that between slow and not slow. 
The President would go slower. The 
brief would brook no delay. This makes 
the White House appear in a ridiculous 
role—a fact which it must know. 


This sort of thing is not good for the 
President or the country. Nor is it helpful 
to the court’s deliberations. The idea 
persists that the President does know 
what is going on, as some critics have 
insisted he does not, but lacks experience 
to handle problems. He certainly knew 
what the brief contained. And, since he 


tion put him at the press conference. In 
his own mind he was not diverging. Yet 
his words and the brief assuredly were 
about as divergent as they could be. 


The Supreme Court, faced with the 
President's vagueness and the “no delay 
brief,” which is the President’s brief, too, 
must itself wonder what goes on at the 
White House. The court also knows that 
in 1954 and 1955 similar briefs were filed. 
The court might well offer a slowdown 
by defining its “deliberate speed” state- 
.ment. But here, too, it is being defied by 
the Deep South and Arkansas and will 
have difficulty avoiding the position of 
retreat if it does. Here we have an ex- 
cellent example of why extremist posi- 
tions are harmful—and why vague, in- 
decisive positions such as the President’s 
are equally harmful to all concerned. 

The presidential press conference had 
two other major examples of indecision. 
The President didn’t know if field com- 
manders had the right of decision to use 
atomic weapons in emergency. And he 
seemed to be saving that Chiang Kai- 
shek, by moving his troops from Formosa 
to the offshore islands, would take the 
initiative in deciding for us what cur 
pol.cvy would be. 

All in all it was not a satisfactory or 
reassuring exhibition.

Political Pro Stays 
In Line of Fire 


WASHINGTON—The period between sum- 
mer’s end and autumn’s real beginning is an 
unofficial political holiday. Congress has gone. 


The bureaucrats are relatively calm. Present activity in the national 
political community is confined largely to the small off-stage noises, 
like the shifting of stage scenery, that are being made for the fall 


congressional campaign. 

It is on the whole wonderfully 
quiet here—part of the time. And 
it seems an appropriate moment 
to say a few kind words for that 
man against whom so many say 
so much that is unkind, the pro- 
fessional politician. 

The common notion is that he 
is too tricky, talks too much, 
probably is dishonest and works 
very little. 

No other professional man suf- 
fers from so many unfair stereo- 
types. For the politician is vastly 
ditferent from the way he is com- 
monty pictured. His ‘‘trickiness,” 
for example, nine-tenths of the 
time is the exercise of plain com- 
mon sense. 

His business is leading people 
by persuasion; his daily neces- 
sity is somehow to average out 
the bitterly competing views 
and wishes of constituents, par- 
ties, business, farm and labor 
interests. If it is ‘“‘tricky’’ to 
find rational compromises that 
will let the various viewpoints 
live and will let laws be passed 
and policies be actually executed, 
then he is tricky. 

As to talking, the professional 
politician actually falls consid- 
erably short of most physicians, 
far short of most lawyers, vastly 
short of most barbers and in- 
finitely short of the true na- 
tional offender in this regard, 
the taxi driver. 

As to honesty, this correspon- 
dert’s experience with business 
and the various professions and 
trades indicates this to him:

The average politician is consid- 
erably more honest in his per- 
sonal life and in his working life 
than any other group—with the 
possible exceptions of clergymen, 
editors and military men. 

In Congress alone 532 men and 
women members are open to a 
constant opportunity to make a 
fast buck, as the saying goes 
among the savants and language 
purists. And so are thousands of 
major and minor officials in ad- 
ministrative government. That 
the conscience slips very rarely 
is illustrated best of all by the 
fact that when it does the re- 
sultant gasp of horror can be 
heard from Sandy Hook to the 
Golden Gate. 

So, too, with courage. 

This writer knows a_ good 
many men who calmly put their 
political lives on the line time 
after time in the last session. of 
Congress alone. 

The simple truth is that public 
life is a literally killing life. And 
while a few politicians—notably 
President Eisenhower—take very 
frequent breathing spells 
spend a lot of time on the golf 
course, most of them go at a ter- 
ribly demanding pace. 

It is quite true that their lives 
have compensations in the way 
of a little glory here and there. 
But it is also true that no occu- 
pational group is more devoted 
and less complaining—and that 
none is one-tenth so abused by a 
public it tries to serve.

tures. Not to love and not to desire to be loved are as unnatural 
as anything I can think of.

H-Bomb Test Ban 
Will Relieve World 


WASHINGTON—The agreement at Geneva 
on means to detect nuclear tests and the de- 
cision by the United States to join Russia in a 
temporary end to testing—these steps raise the hope that a begin- 


ning toward East-West disarmament is within reach. 


They provide a solid foundation 
for a useful summit conference 
which seems to be clearly in the 
making and which would be even 
more justified if the experts 
could match the Geneva agree- 
ment with a technically accept- 
able plan to guard against sur- 
prise attack. 

Think what it would mean to 
the whole world if the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
could agree on international in- 


spection which would permit a - 


permanent end to nuclear-weap- 
ons testing, which would protect 
against surprise attack and which 
could prepare the way toward 
stopping the production of the 
weapons themselves—as the 
United States has long advocated.

U.S. Inventor 
Of Cyclotron 
Dead at 57 


PALO ALTO, Calif. (UPI)—Dr. 
Ernest O. Lawrence, who won the 
Nobel Prize for inventing the 
atom-smashing cyclotron at the 
age of 29, died Wednesday night 
after an intestinal operation. He 
was 57. 

An honorary member of the So- 
viet Union’s Academy of Science, 
Lawrence had returned from the 
East-West nuclear testing talks at 
Geneva a few weeks ago because 
of a bronchial condition. When he 
was examined in this country, he 
was found to be suffering from 
ulcerative colitis. 

He entered Palo Alto Hospital 
Aug. 12 and his condition was not 
believed serious when he under- 
went surgery Wednesday night.

ALABAMA COURT DOESN’T ACT 


$2 Bandit Assured 
Of Stay from Death 


MONTGOMERY, Ala..(#—The Alabama Supreme 
Court took no action on Jimmy Wilson’s appeal Thurs- 
day, and thus virtually assured the condemned Negro 
a reprieve from the electric chair. 


Wilson, sentenced to death for 
robbing an 82-year-old white wid- 
ow of $1.95, is scheduled to pay 
with his life Sept. 5, but a stay of 
execution is all but certain. 

The Supreme Court handed 
down a list of decisions Thursday 
morning, but the Wilson case was 
not on it. 

NEARS GOVERNOR 

The next reporting day for the 
court is next Thursday, only hours 
before the scheduled electrocution. 
A source at the court said that 
even if Wilson’s appeal is turned 
down then, the execution would be 
put off to allow time for further 
court action or to get ready for a 
clemency plea before Gov. James 
E. Folsom. 

Under no circumstances, the 
sources said, would the court re- 
ject an appeal one day and order 
the condemned man put to death 
less than 24 hours later. 

The Supreme Court has already 
upheld Wilson’s death sentence, 
but a petition for rehearing is still

Fulton County 
legislative candidates have been 
asked by the league to state their 
position on the home rule amend- 
ment proposed by the Atlanta 
Board of Aldermen. 

Mrs. Dunstan said the league 
also is “writing the DeKalb 
legislative candidates, asking for 
their position on this matter.’ 
She reminded that any legis- 
lation concerning Atlanta must 
have unanimous support of both 
the Fulton and DeKalb 
gations.

It carries a replica of the “‘Opera- 
tion Deathless’’ sign and a plea 
from the governor for observa- 
tion of safe driving practices. 


MAJOR HIGHWAYS 


Guardsmen, stationed at all ma- 
jor highways entering the state, 
will distribute them to all motor- 
ists coming into the state.

Target for 
Slimming 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Once there was a streamlined 
model who made good and 
earned enough money to afford 
better quarters. She moved out 
of her fourth-floor walkup into 
an apartment with an elevator. 
Well, girls, four months later, 
this model moved back to the 
walk-up. The reason? A model 
with HIPS is out of business— 
those four flights of stairs had 
kept her hips sireamlined. 


The moral to that story: Ex- 
ercise to streamline the hips. 
Lack of exercise is back of 
most hip worries. When the 
gluteus maximus, a_ large 
fleshy muscle flanking the 
backside of the hips, loses tone 
and takes on fat, hips bulk out. 


45-DEGREE ANGLE 


In today’s first exercise, the 
hip muscle is flexed, which is 
the same action used in walking 
upstairs. The exercise, however; 
brings the muscle more vig- 
orously into the movement, with 
hip flexion past a 45-degree 
angle. 

Grab hold of a wand, a yard- 
stick, or anything of that sort. 
Turn on a tune with a snappy 
beat and be a drum majorette. 
Step high and handsome to the 
music. Flex one knee sharply 
upwards, and at the same time, 
raise your arms with the wand 
high overhead, pulling § slim 
through the middle measure- 
ment. Move arms in unison with 
legs, raise and lower. As you 
step forward, flex the other 
knee briskly, again raising the 
wand. Let this be fun and free- 
ing. Exercise can pull your 
figure out of the slump and 
your spirits out' of the 
doldrums. Do this exercise mer- 
rily through part of one record. 


Now for rugged calisthenics: 
Any exercise is more slimming 
when the hip muscles take part 
in the lifting movement, as in 
the following two exercises. 
These exercises play a double 
role for they also tone the mus- 
cles of the abdomen. 


Position: Lie face downward 
on the floor, head resting on 
folded hands. 


6 TO 8 TIMES 

Movement: Lifting legs slight- 
ly off floor, separate the legs 
widely. Make sure to lift with 
the hip and thigh muscles. Do 
not merely slide the legs. Bring 
legs together, again lifting. Con- 
tinue for 6 to 8 times, counting 
stride and back together as 
one. Relax—you’ve earned it. 

Position: Same as _ above, 
stretched out on floor to full 
extension, face down. 

Moyement: Holding legs to- 
gether and keeping’ knees 
straight, swing legs toward 
left, touching toes to floor at 
left side. Lift, do not slide. 
Then, with legs still together, 
swing legs over. to the right 
side. 

If you make sure to really lift, 
then all the exercise action is 
done with the hip and thigh 
muscles. Toes should touch floor 
only at far side.

When the Senators move to Minneapolis—and they’re a cinch 
to move—Rep. Celler won’t have to dig any deeper than the 
record book to prove that there is something wrong with baseball. 

By a minimum of research, he may determine that the Yan- 
kees are now winning their ninth pennant in 10 years. More im- 
portant, he'll discover that the Senators haven’t won a pennant 
since 1933, the Chisox since 1919, the Kansas City A’s (formerly 
Philadelphia) since 1931. He’ll also note that Boston, armed with 
Tom Yawkey’s moneybags for many years, have celebrated only 
one flag in 39 years. 

He’ll eventually dig deep enough to uncover the well known fact 
that Baltimore, which loaned its franchise to St. Louis for 51 years, 
has never enjoyed a flag. In 58 years the franchise has harvested 
only one pennant (1944 Browns). 

If the solons need additional evidence, they have another league 
to check on. It’s in better shape than the A. L., but it also needs

Boiler Shops Look 
For Sucker Dough 


By LESLIE GOULD 


NEW YORK—The high pressure, long distance tel- 
ephoning stock salesmen are still in business. 


Operating with ‘“‘sucker’’ lists, | 
these salesmen from ‘“‘boiler 
shops” in the financial district 
cost the gullible investing public 
millions of dollars annually. 

What is their pitch? 

How do they operate? 

Here is part of a transcribed 
long distance telephone conversa- 
tion between a prospective in- 
vestor in Mil- 
waukee and a 
salesman for a 
New York brok- 
erage firm

Lesiie Gould of the salesmen 
working 20 telephones from an 
office at 42 Broadway, a block 
and a half from the New York 
Stock Exchange—is an ex-convict. 
He has a record of 27 arrests dat- 
ing back to 1932 and two terms in 
prison. The arrests range from 
arson and safe cracking to kid- 
napping. 

The brokerage firm is Lincoln 
Securities. The SEC is seeking in 
federal court before Judge Fred- 
erick V. P. Pelt a preliminary 
injunction against the firm and 
its principals, including the ex- 
con, from sales of Shoreland 
Mines, Ltd., shares. 

CLARENCE BROWN

The party may be fashionably elegant in a 
patio setting, when you want to entertain your 
guests royally. The formality of the white dam- 
ask and crystal set dinner table may be absent, 
but the beauty of the patio and informality of 
a buffet table make the charcoal steak a smart 
fashion in today’s homes. 


Here is created an atmosphere for exciting 
dining, with ordinary foods made extra special. 
They are special if for no other reason than the 
fact that warm weather calls for the out-of- 
doors. Besides this, all the appetizing foods of 
the important dinner are served patio style. 


The entree, of course, is charcoal broiled 
steak and is accompanied by corn on the cob, 
either grilled over the coals in the husks, or 
boiled on the range in the traditional way. 
Those on the bread parade will make Parmesan 
onion toasties. A zesty butter, well seasoned and 
blended with Parmesan cheese and mayonnaise, 
is spread between chunky slices of brown ’n’ 
serve French bread. They are threaded on a 
skewer, then rotated and toasted to perfection. 


For extras, some may want to roast foil- 
wrapped apples and potatoes. There are always 
relishes and sauces to go along with a meal of 
this type and if the regular all-time favorite 
relishes do not please you there are dozens of 
others to choose from. 


First, last, or in between, watermelon at this 
time of year is a must, especially when the din- 
ner is being served’on the patio or in the back 
yard. For dessert, watermelon can’t be beat, 
but if another dessert is served the watermelon 
can wait for a few hours after the steak is gone. 


CHARCOAL BROILED STEAK 


As with oven broiling, larger thicker steaks are the best 
choice for this cooking method. Be sure you start your fire 
well in advance and have a good bed of ashy coals. Arrange 
the coals over an area slightly larger than the shape of 
your steak. 

Grease the rack and place the steak about 4 to 5 inches 
from the hot coals. For rare meat, cook a 2-inch steak for 
5 to 6 minutes on each side. Move the fire box up to the 
outside of the meat during the last minute of cooking. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper. 

For steaks that are medium rare to well done, the meat 
must stay on the grill longer, depending on each individual 
preference. For medium steaks allow 15 to 20 minutes on 
each side, if the steaks are an inch thick, longer if they 
are thicker. 

If the corn is to be roasted on a grill for the 
atio or outside meal instead of boiled inside, 
ere is how it can be done. 


BARBECUED CORN 


Soak unhusked fregh corn in water for thirty to sixty 
minutes. Place unhusked ears on grill over hot coals. Turn 
corn every five minutes. Roast about fifteen minutes, or 
until husks are brown, by which time corn will be tender 
and hot. To serve: Peel husks down, butter and salt ear 
of corn. Use stem end to hold corn as it’s being eaten. 

Parmesan onion toasties are a complement 
to serve with steak, corn and watermelon. It’s 
a little different and when made with French 
bread, adds a great deal to the individuality of 
the meal. 


PARMESAN-ONION TOASTIES 


2 (S-oz.) loaves brown % cup grated Parmesan 
’n’ serve French bread cheese 
Y% cup soft butter or 2 tblsps. finely chopped 
margarine onion 
% cup mayonnaise or Y% tsp. Worcestershire 
salad dressing sauce 
Dash paprika 


Cut each loaf of bread diagonally, almost through to 
bottom crust, into 12 equal-sized slices. Combine butter, 
mayonnaise, cheese, onion, Worcestershire sauce and papri- 
ka. Spread 1% teaspoons cheese-onion mixture between each 
slice of bread. String loaves on long, sharp-pointed skewer, 
inserting the skewer through the center of each one. Heat 
over hot coals, turning to brown bread on all sides. Makes 
68 servings. 

Roasted apples are a novelty on the grill in 
many homes. Because of this it is time to try 
them, so why not make it for this dinner of 
steak. 


ROASTED APPLES 
6 medium-sized baking apples 


Wash and dry apples. Wrap each one tightly in heavy 
duty foil. Place on grill over hot coals. Roast apples until 
tender, turning frequently, for about 30 minutes. Makes 6 
roasted apples. 


| ROASTED POTATOES 

Insert prongs of a fork once into each potato. Tightly 
wrap forked potatoes in heavy duty foil. Place on grill 
over hot coals, turn frequently during an hour of baking. 

Every meal, served outside or inside, must 
have a dessert. Whether you are serving grown- 
ups or children the finishing touches to the meal 
are very necessary. This is a cereal torte that 
can be served with peaches as a dominant 
flavor, or blueberries, raspberries or straw- 
berries or any other fruit that happens to strike 
your fancy.

South conducted the bidding 
with considerable vigor.

Picking up the queen of 
spades on a finesse would in itself 
not solve declarer’s problems for 
he would still have numerous 
minor suit losers to be concerned 
with. 

But if the jack of clubs could 
be finessed, assuming that guit 
broke reasonably, most of de- 
clarer’s troubles would’ be over 
for his diamond losers could be 
disposed of on dummy’s club suit 
and he could now afford to lose a 
trump trick. 
Declarer decided to play the 
ace of spades and then the 
king.

Van Doren Rival Sets Off 
Investigation of ‘21’ Quiz 


NEW YORK (UPI)—District Attorney Frank S. 
Hogan said Thursday that his office was investigating 
the complaint of a contestant who was defeated by big 
money winner Cherles Van Doren on the television quiz 
.1 show “Twenty-One.” 


Hogan also disclosed that sev- 
eral complaints against two or 
three other jackpot shows were 
under investigation. The quiz show 
“Dotto” was canceled suddenly 
by its sponsor last week after a 
standby contestant charged that a 
woman had been given the an- 
swers to questions before she ap- 
peared on the show, 

WON $50,000 


Hogan said_ the seitialiies 
against ‘“Twenty-Oge"’ was made 
by Herbert Stempel, who had won 
more than $50,000 on the show be- 
fore he was beaten by Van Doren. 
He did not, specify the nature of 
the complaint. 

Van Doren, former Columbia 
University instructor, won $129,000 


program before he was defeated. 
Other big money winners on the 
two-year-old show include Elfrida 
Von Nardroff,, $220,000; and Hank 
Bloomgarden, $98,500, . 

Stempel told the New York 
World-Telegram and San that he 
had been .given the answers to 
“‘Twenty-One”’ questions week aft- 
er week until the show’s manage- 
ment decided a new champion 
should be crowned.
